Pilot’ and Passenger Lose Lives In 
Orash At Khedive, Sask. 

Khedive, Sask—-To the sudden 
panic of a passenger, unnerved by 
the swooping ‘ascent and gyrations 
of the aeroplane in which he had 
sought the thrill of a first flight, is 
attributed the tragic crash here that 
cost thé lives of Flying Instryetor 
Roland Ford, of Regina, and John 
Sydorchuk, a C.P.R. section foreman. 

Trapped in the enclosed cockpit of 
a dual-control, Velie Monocoupe wher 
the right wing of the ‘plane, in 
which the two were flying, fouled a 
telephone wire, they were plunged 
downward: with terrific force, anda 
death either carne instantly from 
concussion, or ‘else they perished in 
the flames that immediately envelop- 
ed the crumpled. machine, 

The coroner’s jury which investt- 
gated the tragedy came to the mer- 
ciful conclusion that. the victims. 
were either dead or stunned and were 
thus. oblivious to suffering. On the 
other hand, a Regina pilot who visit- 
ed the scene and examined the 
wreckage of the-plane in the light 0: 
all. the ‘circumstances, expreses’ the 
opinion that the crash was not sufh- 
cient of itself to cause the deaths 
of Ford and his passenger. He be- 
Neves the: two fought vainly to. es- 
cape from the blazing cabin before 
sucumbing to, the flames. —

In the first group are those who 
entered this country without pay- 
ment of the head tax of $8 between 
1917 when the tax was fifst imposed, 


and ‘June, 1921, when the first immi-|' 


gration exclusion act went into ef- 
fect.,This group is the least seriously 
affected. They cannot he deported as 
the statute of limitations has out- 
lawed their offences.. Steps are be- 
ing taken in congress. to validate 
their residence. 

In the second group are those who 
entered without paying a head tax 
between June 38, 1921, and July 1, 
1924, when the’ policy of strict ex- 
cjusion went into effect. . Members 
of this group also are in no danger 
of deportation, as the. statute of 
limitations has operated to protect 
them.from prosecution. But unless 
they take steps’ at once to validate 


their ‘residence, they can never safe-|- 


ly leave the country, even for a short 
visit to relatives in Canada. If they 
cross the international border they 
can.never get, back except by com- 
plying in all particulars with the 
present immigration laws. 

Men and women who have slipped 
into the country since July 1, 1921, 
comprise the third group and are 
affected by .“absolute deportation” 
law. They are not protected by any 
statute of limitations, as the 1924 
law, specially provided that the stat- 
ute would not apply. The govern- 
ment reserved the right in that law 
to proceed against illegal residehts 
at any time, even 20 years hence. 

Many in this group have obtained 
employment, have built homes, and 
to all intents and purposes are per- 
manent residents, but if they are 
Inown to the immigration authori- 
ties they are-in grave danger. If 
they are arrested, found to. have 
evaded immigration laws, and sen- 
tenced to deportation, they can never 
hope to return to the United States,
